LUZON SAILOR MISSING 
AFTER SWIM AT NIGHT

Schwartz of the Missouri 
Naval Reserves, Wednesday reported 
to the Fast St. Louis police that Cc. O. 
Castro, a United States seaman on the 
Isla de Luzon, has heen missing since 
Monday night, when he started to swim 
from the Illinois shore to the ship, which 
is anchored off the foot of Olive street. 

Castro and Chief Boatswain's Mate 
Stephan French, had been on shore, and 
when they desired to return to the ship 
were unable to attract the attention of 
the lookout. French spent the night 
at a hotel, leaving Castro, who said he 
intended swimming to the ship, 150 
vards. He stripped to the waist and 
entered the water. He did not reach 
the ship. His clothing was found on 
the east side levee Tuesday. 

Capt. Schwartz has no record showing 
Castro’s home address. He has notified 
the Navy Department.

BOSTON, Aug. 28.—Interest in the in- 
vestigation of an alleged conspiracy by 


mill officials to secrete dynamits in 


Lawrence during the general strike 
there last winter, centered today In the 
report of the Suffolk County 


jury, which is expected in a short time. 
District Attorney Pellettier today ques- 
tioned many witnesses, among whom 
were several mill officials. 

Opinions differ as to whether the in- 
vestigation influenced Ernest W. Pit- 
man of Andover, a prominent contrac- 
tor, to kill himself yesterday. Pitman 
erected two of-the large mills in Law- 
rence, and was questioned recently by 
Pelletier regarding any knowledge he 
might have had of the distribution of 
dynamite in that city. He was to have 
been a witness before the grand jury. 

The investigation by the grand jury 
Was based on allegations that dyna- 
mite was purchased in or jnear Boston, 
and sent to Lawrence f& distribution 
in certain places. It has been further 
alleged that an attempt was made to 
lead the public to believe that the ex- 
plosive was to be used by the strikers 
to damage mill property and thus casi 
cdium upon the unions. 

Pitman was given the “third degree” 
by Pelletier and then subpenaed. He 
went home and shot and killed himself, 
although his baggage, packed for a long 
European trip, was on a ship. Pelle- 
tier admits Pitman’s disclosures were 
sensational. The District Attorney says 
mill 
dynamite “planting.”

Tenth Infantry to Be There in 48 
Hours, Following Secret Re- 
ports of Atrocities. 





HASTE URGED IN MESSAGE 
Diaz Government Approves 
Coming of American Forces 
to Keep Off Rebels.

On advices of existing conditions, sald 
to be so serious as to justify their be- 
ing kept secret in Washington, Presi- 
dent Taft at Beverly today, personally 
directed the immediate movement of the 
Tenth United States Infantry, now on 
the Panama Canal zone, to Nicaragua 
to guard American lives ane property. 
Dispatches of last night and early to- 
day pictured the situation as being so 


acute that an immediate movement of 
a large force of troops was necessary. 


Atrocities Are Reported. 

Allegations of conditions bordering on 
barbarism and acts even worse than 
those which caused the troops of the 
United Powers to be sent into China 
to quell the Boxer rebellion, have been 
received at the State Department with- 
in the last 24 hours. The deliberate mur- 
der of two Americans, Dodd and Phil- 
lips, after they had been wounded, 
and were helpless, following the massa- 
cre at Leon on Aug. 19, focused atten- 
tion on the previous reports of. barbaric 
warfare. 

Previous reports told of burning of 
soldiers, starvation of political | »prison- 
ers held in dungeons and other alleged 
acts of cruelty. 

The latest report made plain that im- 
mediate protection for Americans was 
necessary and that it probably would 
not be safe to wait for ths arrival of

Troops at War Strength. 


The Tenth, ,recruited to full war 
strength and fully equipped for cam- 
paigning in the tropics, is to be taken 
aboard merchant ships in the harbor o! 
fanama and rushed to their destina- 
tion. The soldiers will bs distributed 
along the line of the railway from 
Corinto to Managua, the capital, at 
points where American Minister Weitzel 
and Commander Terhune of the gunboat 
Annapolis believe they will afford most 
nrotection. Col. Henry A. Green com- 
inmands the regiment. 

The Pacific mail ship now at Panama 
will sail with one battalion, leaving the 
emainder of the regimant to be brought 
up to Corinto on other ships. With the 
irrival of the Tenth and the marines 
now on the way, United States forces 
rctually landed in Nicaragua and on 
American warships available for land- 
ing will bs increased to about 3500 men. 

Further improvement in the situation 
will be made probably late today or to- 
norrow when the gunboat Denver ar- 
rives at San Juan Del Sur, the cable 
station. 

By the operation of th: wireless 
equipment of the Denver at the cable 
station and that of the collier Justin, 
lying at Corinto with women and chil- 
dren aboard, the State Department at 
Washington practically will bs in com.- 
munication with American Minister 
Weitzel at Managua. The troops will be 
expected to keep free from interruption 
the telegraph lines along the railroad 
from Managua to Corinto. 

These lines have been frequently in- 
terrupted by small bands of rebels tak- 
ing station along the route and th: 
American force of marines has been in- 
adequate to keep the route open. Com- 
mander Terhuns recently made one at- 
tempt to clear the line, but the rebels 
showed such a hostile front that he was 
torced to turn back. 

Junta Agent in Denial. 

Gen. Francisco Altschul, the represen- 
tative of the revolutionist junta in 
Washington, denies the charges of bar- 
barity brought against the troops fight- 
ing the Nicaraguan Government. He al- 
jeges that the burning of bodies of so!- 
diers was necessary to proper sanitation 
and that it applied alike to dead of both 
sides. 

He contended also that American in- 
terests would not have suffered if no 
attempt had been made by American 
forces to prevent the capture and opera- 
tion by ths revolutionists of the railway 
between Managua and Corinto. 

The junta asserts that the railroad is 
a national institution and should not be 
classed as an American property. . 

The Uniteq States is assured that 
the landing of troops has the ap- 
proval of the Diaz government. Fol- 
lowing a further demand by Minister 
Weitzel that Americans and their 
property must be protected the Nica- 
raguan Government is understood to 
have confessed its inability to meet 
the situation and to have consented 
frankly to permit the landing of 
American troops to protect United 
States citizens. The State Department 
has proceeded upon the conviction 
that ite action involves no infringe- 
ment of the war-making power of

“The Sunday Post-Dispatch,”’ he said, 
“has a guaranteed circulation of about 
00,000 copies. The cost of paper and 
orinting for circulars to reach that 
nany people would cost about as much 
s a pag> advertisement in that issue 
if the Post-Dispatch; but, aside from 
that expense, the postage on 300,000 cir- 
-ylars would alone be many hundreds of 
lollars more than the page in the Post- 
Dispatch would cost. 

“Why should we stop to gu2ss what 
ihe people read? Thsy. read the news- 
napers. Speaking for a railroad system, 
which manufactures and sells transpor- 
‘ation and therefore may be property 
classed as a retail advertiser, I say, ab- 
<olutely and without qualification, that 
the dailv nawspaper is the best advertis- 
ing medium. Signs, booklets and such 
mediums have their uses, but they are 
merely supplements to the newspaper 
advertisement. 

“The newspaper comes to me as an 
old friend .and receives the eonsid- 
eration due a friend. The circular 
comes as a stranger. Locally and na- 
tionally, newspapers are the best 
mediums for advertising, since na- 
tional sales are only the aggregate 
of local sales.” 

J. R. Parson, advertising manager 
for the Stix, Baer & Fuller Dry Gdods 
Co., was listened to with unusual 
interest when he declared the retail! 
advertising of St. Louis firms in gen- 
eral the worst in the country, all 
things being equal. He pleaded for 
more “human interest” and more 
news in the advertisements. 

“People are just as much interested 
in knowing that new things are out 
as thev are in bargains in staple 
lines,”’ he said. 

“St. Louis will be a bad retail cen- 
ter until the merchants realize the 
necessity of getting away from a 
mere cataloguing of prices and begin 
putting news and life into their an- 
nouncements.’

SECOND TRANSFER 
T0 BE ISSUED ON 
CROSSTOWN LINES 


United Railways to Extend Sys- 
tem to All Cars Beginning 


Sunday. 


The United. Railways Co., beginning 
Sunday, will greatly extend its transfer 
service s0 a8 to enable passengers to 
reach many points in the city for one 
fare where heretofore they have had to 
pay two fares. 

In a notice issued Wednesday Capt. 
McCulloch announces that on and after 
sept. 1 passengers paying cash fare and 
coming from the west may obtain sec- 
ond transfers from the Hamilton, Unton, 
Taylor, Sarah, Vandeventer or Jefferson 
‘ines to any ihtersecting line, east or 
west. Passengers coming from the east 
may obtain second transfers from these 
lines west to any intersecting lines. 

A person who nows transfers from 
the Cherokee line to the Jefferson line 
must pay a second fare if he wishes to 
ride west on the Cass line at Jefferson 
avenue. Under the new system he can 
make the trip for one fare if he asks 
a second transfer when he gives his first 
transfer to the Jefferson line conductor.

LONDON, Aug. 28.—It was my fair for- 
tune to be favored today with the first 


interview given by Bramwell Booth, the 
new general of the Salvation Army, to 
an American journalist. 

“The great spirit of Americanism was 
always with my father,’’ said the Gen- 
eral. ‘‘The Americans were the first as 
ao nation to recognize his work and ex- 
tend help. He never forgot it and it 
domingted him in his attitude toward 
Americans toward the day of his death. 
He was personally acquainted with three 
Presidents. He loved McKinley dearly. 
He admired the energy of Roosevelt and 
the only praise he ever gave himself was 
to say that he hoped his energy was but 
second to Roosevelt's. Taft’s message 
to me was the first to greet me as Gen- 
eral. The last telegram held in father’s 
hand came from America. It was from 
Evangeline, reading: ‘Kiss him for me.’ 
“So you see he was closely allied with 
America. 

“Father was a distinctly modern man. 
He had no prejudices, but accepted con- 
ditions and the trends of the times as to 
future practical methods of help rather 
than theories. It is my great hope to 
make men realize the value of citizen- 
ship and their relation and responsibility 
to the community, getting away ‘fromm 
the pauper i{dea. 

“Thus the social work of the Salva- 
tion Army is for the future its funda- 
mental object. The difficulty of unem- 
ployment both in England and Amer- 
ica is the most complicated problem of 
the communities. We have strongly 
urged for years the establishing of de- 
tention colonies for vagrants. We see 
in that safety for society and also the 
one hope of restoration for many who 
are now hopeless and whose habits

menace society. But God forbid we 
should propose more prisons. — 

‘The prisons also must be dominated 
by the spirit of human sympathy and 
religious influence. Inequalities of the 
law are gravely to blame for the 
wretched conditions in which the sub- 
tnerged criminal classes are found. 

“How easy society finds it to lock up 
all sorts of undesirable, afflicted peo- 
ple. Society has to pay, but let us 
make sure the officials understand that 
the country is tired of the old costly 
methods and wants no new course of 
penal medicine to add to the universal 
suffering, but is determined to have an 
entirely new treatment of every needy 
individual according to his require-

The search for Gravely is being di-

Gravely, editor of the Bolivar Free 
| Press. The missing man’s son arrived 


Tuesday night from Fair Plains, 
where he had been visiting.

His ‘‘good time,’’ or good- 
behavior time credit, was taken away, 
and he was transferred from his easy 
clerical work in the prison office to a 
work bench in the factories. His head 
vas shaven and he was made to put on 
a striped suit. 


This convinced Healy that it was use- 
loss for him to-indulge any further hope 
of release. It confirmed him in the be- 
lief, which he and his friends have en- 
tertained for somes time, that he had 
been “double crossed" in the matter of 
his plea of guilty. 


Mrs. Healy, to whom her husband's 
lawyers had explained the matter from 
their viswpoint, then gave out for pub- 
lication the letters in which Howe and 
Bishop accused the Governor of break- 
ing faith with them. 
Bishop Repeats Charge. 

Howe is out of the city, as is Circuit 
Attorney Jones. Attorney Bishop, in a 
statement to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday, 
repeated the charge made in his letter, 
that the Governor had given him and 
Howe “directly to understand’ that he 
would stand between Healy avd the 
penitentiary.” 

Gov. Hadley, on reading this statenient 
in the Post-Dispatch Tuesday evening, 
remarked that Judge Bishop “does not 
recall things as they are.” The Gov- 
ernor referred to the statement of Matt 
G. Reynolds, former president of the 
Police Board, and a leading advocate of 
clemency for Healy. Reynolds stated 
that the Governor had not made him a 
direct promise. 


The Governor is quoted by a party of 
business men, who called on him in 
Healy's behalf, as having said to them 
that Healy's case had been wrongly 
handled, and that Healy had “no busi- 
ness being in the penitentiary." They 
said he told them that Healy should 
not have pleaded guilty, and t by do- 
ing so, he left no ground for a parole 
except sentiment.

pardon to Healy and was astounded 
when I hard of his plea of guilty, which 
practically placed it beyond the prov- 
ince of the Governor to grant a pardon. 
“My first conversation with reference 
to the Healy case was with Judge Rey- 
nolds, who rendered signal service in 
connection with the reorganization of 
the Police Department of St. Louis. I 
was in St. Louis and Judge Reynolds 
spoke of using Healy as a witness and 
brought up the subiect ef clemency. 


“At that time I cautioned Judge Rey- 
holds about making any promises and 
told him to see Mr. Maroney, who was 
representing the Police Department at 
that time, about the prosecution of the 
men charged with looting the Relief 
Association. We talked it over and 
over with the Circuit Attorney, and if 
he wanted to use him as a witness they 
might take the action they saw fit. 

“Then I saw by the n2wspapers that 
Healy had been used as a witness and 
I assumed that some agreement had 
been reached. I thought no more of the 
case until I, on another visit to the city, 
met Mr. Howe and Judge Bishop and 
had a conference with them at Hotel 
Jefferson. 


“On that occasion we talked of the 
ease for probably 15 minutes or half an 
hour. The subject of our conversation 
was not directed toward the proposition 
of me, as Governor, granting a pardon. 
Pishop and Howe told me that they had 
understood that Mr. Jones was going to 
grant immunity to Healy for testifying, 
but that he now stated that he would try 
Healy on the charge. 


“I told them then, and I still think 
now, that if Healy were used as a wit- 
r.e8s that such a course should preclude 
& prosecution, and that I believed that 
it would be a bar. I said that a con- 
viction under such circumstances would 
oppeal to me strongly as a fit case for 
executive clemency. 


“Then I was astounded to hear in a 
short while that Healy had gone into 
court and had entered a plea of gullty.

“They claimed that Healy had testi- 
fied both to the police investigations 
and in the Criminal Court under such 
circumstances that amounted to an as- 
surance of immunity for so doing and 
that he had honestly told all he knew 
about the embezzlement of police funds. 

“Had these statements been true, I

Mr. Jones told me that not only had 
he not done anything to justify an un- 
derstanding that there would be immu- 
nity, but that he had expressly advised 
Healy that he would receive none. And 
Chief Young and Mr. Teichmann told 
me they were confident Healy had not 
told the truth or accounted for al! the 
money that wags embezzled from this 
relief fund.

SAVANNAH, Mo., Aug. 28.—It has 
been learned that Eleano C. Trumbo, 
the retired farmer and bank director 
who died Aug. 17, left a will in which 
he bequeathed all of his property to his 
widow, who was Miss Agnes’ Maguire, 
formerly of St. Joseph. 

A report made today by Dr. Roy 
Cross of Kansas City, who tested the 
viscera of Trumbo, showed that there 
was no trace of cyanide, strychnine, ar- 
senic or other of the commoner poisons 
He will continus his tests. 

Trumbo was 75 years old, and his 
widow is 35. She formerly conducted a 
tlower shop in St. Joseph, and there 
Trumbo met her on frequent visits toe 
purchase bouquets. The banker died 
after a few weeks’ illness and was sup- 
posed to have succumbed to stomach 
trouble. His wealth is estimated at

Only Available to Workers for | 
Company and Is Not Run 
for Profit. 


Y soldiers in the legions that 
Wen battling ever with the high 
cost of ilving may be encour- 
aged to learn that close at hand :s a 
good restaurant, where every item on 
the bill of fare can be bought for 39 
cents. And that bill of fare isn't an 
abridged “‘coffee-and” lst, either. It of- 
fers 16 dishes, including everything from 
soup to dessert. : 

At this restaurant one may buy an ex- 
cellent cut of roast beef for 4 cents, 4 
‘““wedge’’ of homemade pie for 8 cents, 
an order of potatoes for 1 cent, and oth- 
er good things at correspondingly low 
prices. The food is of the best quality, 
is absolutely fresh and clean, and is 
prepared and served in attractive style 

With such prices prevailing, it is safe 
to assume that this restaurant has non 
of the added attractions of the lobster 
palace. One may assume all day on 
that point and never go amiss. No Hun- 
garian orchestra fills the air with sen- 
suous throbs to paralyze the gastric 
nerves of the soulful patron. 

No cabaret performers are there with 
their vagrant vaudeville to hynotizs 
the tired business man into a dyspep- 
tic’s grave. The popular “palm” of 
brown hemp, burlap and green-glazed 
paper does not flourish there, and all 
the electric light bulbs in the place 
wear common, everyday clothes.

Louis plant of Swift & Co. for the ben- 
efit of employes only. 

Ah, now we hare direct evidence as 
to how the “Beef Trust” makes us pay 
high prices for meat, have we not? Yes, 
we have not, so far as the restaurant is 
concerned. With prime beef selling at 
1% cents a pound on the hoof, the 
price of a cut of roast beef in the em- 
ployes’ dining room is still 4 cents, while 
a generous portion of choice rib roast 
may be bought for 11 cents. 


Meat Sold at Loss. 

According to the manager, C. H. Wes- 
ton, much meat is sold at a loss in the 
restaurant, and only enough profit is 
made on other things to make the din- 
ing room self-sustaining. The meat, of 
course, is obtained at the lowest pos- 
sible price, without even the added cost 
of drayage. A comparison of the 4-cent 
cut of roast beef with the fragmentary 
evidence of meat in a roast-beef sand- 
wich, for which the patron of the 
average restaurant pays 10 cents, is 
overwhelmingly in the 4-cent cut’s fa- 
vor. 

The idea of the employes’ dining room 
originated in the mind of T. L. Pratt, 
superintendent of Swift & Co.’s East 
St. Louis establishment. 

“It saves time and money for the em- 
ployes,’’ said Pratt, “‘enables them to 
get good, wholesome food, keeps them 
from squandering their wages in sa- 
loons at lunch time and is of benefit to 
them in many other ways.™ 


More Time for Rest. 

The proximity of the dining room to 
their work gives the employes more 
time for recreation and rest at the lunch 
hour than would be possible if they 
went to places outside the plant. The 
restaurant is conducted on strict sani- 
tary principles. 


All supplies for the dining room, ex- 
cept those obtained from the packing 
house, are brought in such large quan- 
tities that the company gets them at 
wholesale prices. The cost of preparing 
and serving the food also is reduced to 
a minimum by the use of labor-saving 
devices. 


The tables in. the restaurant are long 
counters, with stools like those of the 
guick-lunch establishments. They are 
provided, however, with foot rests and 
are accessible from either side, being 
tnounted on steel standards. The tables 
and stools are of plain wood and are 
kept spotless. 

Certain tablse are reserved for women 
and giris, about 200 of whom eat at the 
restaurant. Separate sections also are 
provided for negroes. The difficulty of 
making change where odd cents figure 
in nearly all the prices is obviated by 
l-cent checks, which are sold to the cus- 
tomers in any quantity desired. These 
checks, only, are good at the counters 
in the center of the room whsre the 
warming ovens, cold-storage boxes and 
urns and tanks for coffee, tea and milk 
ere grouped. Neatly-dressed young 
women dish up the foods and pour the 
drinks. 


Kitchen and Bakery Above. 

The kitchen and bakery are on a 
floor above the dining room. Small ele- 
vators carry the foods and dishes to 
and fro. All cooked foods served in tne 
dining room are prepared in the kitch- 
en. This includes bread and pastries. 
In the kitchen are a big range, an im- 
mense vat for soup, steam cookers, 
ovens, meat choppers, potato paring ma- 
chines and bakery equipment adequate 
to the demands of the restaurant. 

The floors of both kitchen and dining 
room, like those in nearly all other de- 
rartments of the plant, are of stone 
and concrete. The dining room is on an 
upper floor of the plant, and conse- 
quently has the best of ventilation. The 
management plans, however, to install 
a mechanical ventilating system which 
will keep the temperature of the room 
at the same point continuously, regard- 
leas of dcutside weather conditions 

The dining room was established four 
months ago. It is patronized by both 
laborers and office workers, and so far 
has more than justified the superin- 
tendent’s faith. Its average patronace 
is 500 daily when the plant !{s not fully 
in operation, and 900 daily when all de. 
partments are at work with full forzes. 
The restaurant is not accessible to 
the general public. ,

W. R. Morris of Minneapolis, 
One of Three Unseated, 
Quits Body.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Aug. 28.—The 


race question again came up before the 


American Bar Association today. WilI- 
liam R. Morris of Minneapolis, one of 
the three negro lawyers who had been 
unseated by the Executive Committee, 
the action of which was reversed by the 
association, sent a telegram announcing 
his resignation, saying it was based on 
“an entirely unselfish consideration of 
the best interests of the asociation.”’ 

On motion of Joseph Merrill of Thomas- 
ville, Ga., the resignation was accepted. 

“T am opposed to the admission of ne- 
groes to this organization,’”’ said Mer- 
rill, “but I want to express our appre- 
ciation of his dignified attitude in re- 
signing.”’ 

One of the others who was unseated 
by the Executive Committee was Wil- 
liam H. Lewis, an Assistant United 
States Attorney-General, who still re- 
tains his membership. 

Recall Denounced, 

The recall of judges was formally de- 
nounced by the association as a “fal- 
lacy” and as “tending to deprive the 
public of judges of ability and high 
character.” 

It was stated that the adoption of the 
report of the committee, headed by 
Frank B. Kellogg of St. Paul, denounc- 
ing the judicial recall movement, ex- 
pressed the sentiment of the associa- 
tion’s 5200 members and the attitude of 
attorneys generally throughout the coun- 
try.

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Mayor Lambert Won't Tell 
Where He Got Money to Meet 
the June $30,000 Roll.

Rumor Says Company Having 
Contract Furnished Money, 
Mayor Won’t Discuss It. 








With money suddenly obtained from a 
source which Mayor Lambert persisted 
in keeping secret, East St. Louis, 
Wednesday had its first municipal pay 
day since June 10. 

One of the rumors which, however, 
was not credited, was that the money 
came from ex-Senator William Lorimer 
cf Chicago, whose construction company 
holds a $700,000 contract for the East St. 
Louis outlet sewer. Lambert would not 
discuss this report and would not indi- 
cate where the money came from, ex- 
cept to say that it was not obtained in 
Kast St. Louis or 8t. Louis. 

“If I were to tell where we got it,”” he 
said, ‘“‘they might find some way to 
Lead us off.” He was referring to the 
vpponents of the administration, one of 
whom, Judge Millard, filed an injunc- 
tion suit which prevented Lambert from 
getting the money in East St. Louis or 
St. Louis. 

June Payroll Is Met. 

The June payroll, which was paid off 
Wednesday, amounted to about $30,000 
Lambert said the July payroll would be 
paid as soon as it could be completed 
and checked up, and that the August 
payroll would then be immediately at- 
tended to. 

The payment was made in the form 
of anticipation warrants, which the re- 
cipients at once cashed with the South- 
ern Illinois Trust Co. The warrants 
carry 5 per cent interest. 

The city will have no money of its 
own until the tax collections are re- 
ceived next January. It will then have 
the problem of paying the obligations 
incurred by anticipation warrants for 
the greater part of this year, and of get- 
ting as far as it can in the next year 
on what is left. 

Interest on Warrants, 

Lambert says the debt was a heritage 
from a previous administration, and 
that the custom of paying in anticipa- 
tion warrants had prevailed, and given 
satisfaction, until the opponents of his 
administration took the action which 
prevented him from getting the needed 
money from local sources. The 68 per 
cent interest on the anticipation war 
rants has been customary, the Mayor 
says.

Resignation Accepted by Mount 
Calvary Church Vestry.

Members of the vested choir of Mount 
Calvary Episcopal Church liked to sing 
solos, and the congregation liked to hear 
them.

In the Healy case the important question is not 
what this, that or the other man said, but what 
the State of Missouri has done. 

Did the Stete of Missouri, and does the State of 
Misseuri ows immunity to Healy? If so, the State 
owes it to itself and its people, on broad grounds 
of pablic policy and public welfare, to free Healy 
at once. 

Wes Healy induced to turn State's evidence 
wpon authoritative representations that he would 
be freed if he told the truth? : 

Whether Gov. Hadley agreed in so many words 
to pardon or parole him, or stand between him 
and the penitentiary, ia in thaénature of a quib- 
ble. Certain it is that the Governor at one time 
considered Healy a proper subject of executive 
clemency. If he was or if he is a proper subject of 
ciemency, then the fact that he pleaded guilty on 
the advice of his lawyers instead of filing a plee 
ix. bar of the prosecution is immaterial. 

Goy. Hadley seems to have held out to Healy’s 
lawyers the promise of clemency in case Healy 
should be tried and convicted in spite of a plea 
in abatement or a plea in bar. But whether Hea- 
ly filed a plea of abatement or pleaded guilty is 
immaterial, and the precise “record” is immate- 
rial, provided Healy acted in good fact on sub- 
stantial representations that he would be treated 
as a State’s witness, and provided, further, that 
he did his full duty by the State. If the State 
owes him freedom, his plea should not be allowed 
to stand in the way. 

If there was a misunderstanding between Hea- 
ly’s lawyers and Gov. Hadley, it was as to ways 
and means, and not as to the substantial policy 
tis be pursued, in the beginning. 

We quote Gov. Hadley’s statement from a 
morning paper: 

I told them then, and I still think now, 
that if Healy were used as a witness that 
such a course should preciude a prosecution, 
and that I believed that it would be 
a bar. I said that a conviction under 
such circumstances would appeal to me 
strongly as a fit case for executive clemency. 

Ther I was astounded to hear in a short 


had entered a plea of guilty. I cannot con- 

ceive how his attorneys would allow such a 

course and not meke the record clear that 

he had been forced to trial over a protest. 

Judge Reynolds came to appeal to me for 
pardon for Healy and brought certain rec- 
emmendations. I was at that time disposed 
to grant it. But I, as in all cases, looked 
at the other side. Chief of Police Young, 
who is certainly in a position to know, told 
me that he was not satisfied that Healy had 
told the full truth. Oircuit Attorney Jones 
told me that Healy had not made a satisfac- 
tory witness. And Commissioner Teichmann 
also took the ground that Healy had not 
done his full duty. Under the § circum- 
stances, I did not feel Ike granting the 
pardon at that time. 

Gov. Hadley reaches the gist of the matter in 
the last quoted paragraph. Did Healy “deliver 
the goods?” Did he substantially fulfill his bar- 
gain with the State? If so, he ought to be freed, 
and Gov. Hadley should have the moral courage to 
free him, even at this late date. The principle of 
immunity to the informer must be upheld, and 
the State must do justice to informers. But, if, 
on the other hand, Healy failed of his agreed part! 
and his duty as a witness, the merits of the case 
are altered. : 

Whether Healy substantially fulfilled his obN- 
gation in pursuance of the understanding should 
be promptly and thoroughly investigated, and it 
should determine the matter.

Following the oustom which tradition 
seams to have established, salaries are 
Givided into 10 equal installments 
leaving the interim of the long va- 
oation to be provided for from savings out 
of the inoome of the working months of 
the year. It is evident that regularity 
in inoome is more conducive to frugality 
and systematic economy. While a change 
in salary distributien te a 12-payment 
plan would in no wise affect the annual 
income, I believe such a plan would be 
helpful to the teachers in farmulating 
thair schedule of expenditures and from 
an economic point of view would be more 
satisfactory. pcan

WHERE THE INTERESTS STAND. 
One great and controlling fact is plain in this 
campaign. No “interests” stand behind Woodrow 
Wilson. No emphasis can possibly make the fact 
clearer. It {s recognized on all sides, an accepted 
commonplace. To assert that there were 
“interests” concealed behind Wilson's candi- 
dacy would provoke laughter in an audience of 
Taft Republicans or Roosevelt Progressives. It 
would make Thomas Fortune Ryan laugh, and 
George Harvey, and Col. Henzy Watterson. 
Behind whom are the “interests,” the monopo- 
lies and combinations of monopolies, the bene- 
ficiaries of apecial laws and protective schedules? 
They may all be grouped together as epposing 
Wileon. Have they aplit between Roosevelt and 
Taft? Has the division tn twain of the eretwhile 
Rapublican party divided also the solid phalanx 
c* Big Business which Mark Hanna organized be- 


As represented in Wall street, the giant inter- 


lests have frequently appeared in two opposing 


groups—the Ofl group and the Steel group. But 
their antegonisms have never before extended 
into national politicos gr involved national policies 
and candidates. Their interests were mutual be- 
hind McKinley in 1886 and 1900; behind Roose- 
velt in 1904; behind Taft in 1908. “They lay on 
the side of the Republican party,” as John D. 
Archbold declared the other day. 

The Steel group, embracing all of the Morgan 
concerns, ts for Roosevelt. Morgan's man, Per- 
kins, foremost champion of Big Business in polit- 
ical life, and a greater man than Hanna in the 
direct resources from which he draws, has 
financed and is financing Roosevelt’s party. On 
the other hand, is Standard Oil for Taft? The 
presumption would be otherwise but for the fact 
that Standard Oi] has apparently fought Roose- 
velt in supporting Penrose’s accusations. 

It should be considered in this connection that 
Standard Oil did not assault Roosevelt of its own 
initiative or volition. Its man Penrose was at- 
tacked. Self-preservation forced it to stand by 
him. Otherwise it would have difficulty in future 
in securing other friends or agents in high places. 
On the other hand, Standard Oil’s man, Penrose, 
‘held the bridge” for Taft at the Chicago con- 
vention, and if there are to be any Standard Oil 
contributions this year, and if the local bosses of 
Standard Oil are to exert their machinery on be- 
half of a candidate, it seems reasonable that the 
money and effort should be given on Taft’s be- 


half. 


Certain great textile interests are easily iden- 
tified in Taft’s support. 

Considered as a unit, the “interests” are “play- 
ing it both ways.” Taft is a forlorn hope, and a 
slim chance, while trust relations with Roosevelt, 
or trust control of Roosevelt, represent a “fu- 
ture” or an option on a possible reorganized Re- 
publican party—a party embracing the old regular 
machinery under the Progressive name. The in- 
terests, however divided, are substantially behind 
both wings of the old G. O. P. and prepared to 
stay with the more promising survivor. The in- 
terests cannot be suspected of a real purpose to 
destroy each other or each other’s candidate, but 
they are prepared to take advantage of a future 


situation in common self-preservation. 


Hssentially the interests are combined against 
Woodrow Wilson, who would curb monopoly and 
reduce the tariff. The people are likely to support 
the one candidate whom the interests plainly 
would destroy. 
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No man ts a hero to his valet, but T. R. is a 
great hero to his former private secretaries. A 
few more Loebs and Cortelyous might clear him. 
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THE CASE OF MAJ. RAY. 

Mr. Taft had no alternative under the law, ao- 
cording to a White House statement, but to ap- 
point Maj. Beecher B. Ray, Lieutenant-—Colonel 
and Deputy Paymaster of the Army. He might not 
Lave been deprived of an alternative had a court- 
muartial, which once threatened the Major on 
scandalous charges, been allowed to proceed. 
That having been prevented by administration in- 
fluence, as is asserted, {t remains for the Senate 
to find a way out.

| Chesterton on Sumptuary Laws. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

As a protest against the mad desire .f fanatics 
to overturn the old balance of “the utmost liberty 
of the individual consistent to the good of the 
whole,” of which Thomas Jefferson dreamed, I 
offer the following by the famous English writer, 
G. K, Chesterton: 

“The war against the cigarette in the United 
States has been going on for some time: past, but 
few people in this country realize the extent to 
which the American anti-cigaretteists have im- 
pressed their views on public policy. The last 
Sunday edition of the New York Times to reach. 
us contains some interesting facts relative to the 
matter. Hight states, speaking through their leg- 
islators and their governors, have said that the 
cigarette must go. In Tacoma they are even ar- 
resting smokers on the streets. Nobody has been 
able to buy a cigarette in Minnesota gince mid- 
night a week past. More than @ million were sold 
in Minneapolis the day before the law went into 
effect. Then the statute came down with a 
crash.” 

“Now that is all pure barbarism; the unmis- 
takable blind howl of the pack. Men must have 
wholly lost that instinct for individuality which 
is the crown of oivilization, that thing which we 
call freedom, if they can thus loosen all the tribal 
terrors against a thing like a cigarette. It is a 
mere wild taboo, imposed hypnotically by a few 
medicine men. The physical danger of cigarette 
smoking bears not the slightest proportion to 
such absurd and enormous spectacles of public 
panic. One might as well arrest people for walk- 
ing in the rain, a thing of which many a man has 
died. Possibly they will do that; perhaps we will 
hear shortly that 10 states of the Union have said 
through their legislatures and their governors 
that the rain must go. But what ts a cigarette, 
what is it well known to be by every. man who has 
ever seen one and whose mind is not influenced 
by tha medicine men? What are its effects as we 
actually know them? aA cigarette is a thing 
which the overwhelming majority of our smoking 
acquaintances consume frequently, but tn such a 
manner as to make it absolutely impossible to 
observe in them any effect of it at all a fairly 
large majority consume it so that one may rough- 
ly form the opinion that they would be in better 
health if they smoked less, just as one forms the 
opinion that they would be better if they took a 
Shade more exercise or ate a shade lees meat. A 
mere dot on the map of this number its a very 
smail minority of people who are so constituted 
that they should not smoke at all: and a smaller 
dot marking a yet tinier minority who actually 
induce illness by smoking. Those are about the 
Proportions of peril in the thing. It is about as 
dangerous as sitting in a draft. YT ts about as 
questionable as eating pork. If a policeman can 
take away my cigarette, there cannot be the 
sligtest rational objection, on a warm day, to 
his taking away my overooat. In wet weather 
he might change my boots for me violently in the 
street, or suddenly garrotte me with a muffler. 
The thing ts a typical mild human indulgenoa, en- 
jcyed by most people and over-enjoyed by a few 
people, a thing like soent or sweetmeats. 

“Realize that reality which we al) know it to 
be, and then measure thet mad abyss of distor- 
tion, on the other side of which are the eight 
States holding up their streets with policemen 
end treating every man who is carrying a cigar- 
ette as if he were carrying a bomb. Thus all our 
cranks of culture are leading us back (or onward) 
into barbarism. For the essence of barbarism is 
idolatry; that is the worship of something other 
than the best reason and justice of the universe, 
Idolatry is committed not only by setting up false 
gcds, but also by setting up false devils; by mak- 
ing men afraid of war, or alcohol, or economic 
law, when they should be afraid of spiritual cor- 
ruption and cowardice. The Moslems say, “There 
is no God but God." The English Moslems, the ab- 
stainers, have to learn that there is no Satan but
